Washington,  graduate  and  principal  of 
flu  State  Normal  School  of  Alabama,  was 
introduced.  lie  said:  "  Twelve  years  ago, 
in  the  town  of  Tmskegee,  where  the  State 
Normal  School  i*>w  stands,  our  teachers 
were  driven  awt|xv  by  the  people.  Two 
years  ago  the  tcjwn  of  Tuskegee  offered 
and  had  passed  ajbill  appropriating  $2,000 
to  pay  salaries  til  those  who  were  engaged 
at  our  schools  in  train  ing  colored  teachers, 
then  $1.00(1  more  has  been  added 
>f  the!  town  to  our  work.  Ever 
uind  the  whites  of  Tuskegee 


l>Ast  year  in  Christian  to  a  plan, 
man  on  the  Sabbath  g«M*s  to  teach  the 
Gospel  to  the  poor  and  ignomnt  They 
teach  them  to  lox*e  and  serx’e  Gi*d  and 
live  lives  of  holiness  and  purify. 

Hen.  Armstrong,  who  made  the  final 
speech  of  the  evening,  is  the  originator  of 
the  Hampton  school,  and  its  principal 
from  the  beginning.  He  is  a  son  of  a 
foreign  missionary,  and  was  bom  in  tin* 
Sandwich  Islands.  When  the  war  broke 
out  he  was  among  the  firsi  to  enlist. 
When  it  was  decided  to  employ  the  ne¬ 
groes  as  soldiers,  he  became  eblonel  of  the 
first  colored  regiment  raised  ip  Connecti¬ 
cut.  After  the  war  he  went  to  work  man¬ 
fully  to  plant  this  Hampton  school,  which 
lias  proved  of  signal  benefit  to  the  colored 
rare.  He  said  :  "In  the  year  j*?.">  several 
hundred  Indians  were  captured  by  Gen. 
Miles  while  raiding  over  the  border  lines  of 
Taxas  and  Mexico,  and  of  these  some  sixty 
or  seventy  were  sent  to  St.  Augustine. 
There  they-  w'ere  placed  under  the  control 
of  Captain  Platt,  who  exercised  his  dis¬ 
cretion  in  his  treatment  of  them.  This 
man.  in  spite  of  the  fact  that  he  had  re¬ 
ceived  only  eighteen  months  of  school 
training  in  his  life,  has  proved  to  be  one 
the  most  remarkable  educators  in  the 
country.  He  is  a  veritable  man-tamer. 
For  three  years  he  devoted  himself  to 
teaching  them  the  rudiments  of  educa¬ 
tion,  with  such  success  that  when,  in  1*7*. 
General  Hancock  offered  to  them  the  lib¬ 
erty  of  returning  home,  twenty-two  pre¬ 
ferred  to  remain  that  they  might  further 

fursue  their  studies.  Seventeen  of  these 
ndians  came  to  Hampton,  four  going  to 
an  Episcopal  school  in  New  York  State. 
The  change  which  had  been  wrought  in 
these  men  in  three  years  was  wonderful 
They  were  murderers,  every  nine  of  them. 
Thev  had  been  brought  up  as  savages, 
vet  were  tamed  by  the  work  jof  Captain 
Pratt.  After  some  hesitation  we  took 
them.  Three  died  in  the  faith,  the  rest 
have  done  well.  Captain  Pratt  now  has 
four  hundred  Indians  at  t  Carlisle,  in 
Pennsylvania.  We  have  one  hundred 
and  twenty  Indians  and  fopr  hundred 
and  fifty  negroes.  We  give  you  here  but 
a  final  1  part  of  our  work.  W>  challenge 
you  to  look  at  it  for  yourselves.  Many 
e  gone  home,  but  not  one  of  them 
gone  hack  to  barbarism.: 

We  teach  them  to  work.  We  liave  car¬ 
penters.  blacksmiths,  wheelwrights,  en 
gineers  and  many  other  trades,  and  their 
work  will  bear  comparison  with  the  best 
work  done  by  men  elsewhere.  Indeed, 
our  supplies  are  passed  by  the  Uovern- 
ni’ent  inspector  in  New  York  and  sent  out 
to  the  Indian  country  among  their  other 
goods.  The  Indians  are  quick  to  learn, 
though  slow  to  execute.  They  are  as  ca¬ 
pable  as  many  of  their  detainers  were  at 
the  same  age.  We  are  not  proving  a  new 
thing.  The  Olierokees  and  others  have 
learned  to  work,  and  are  fixing  in  com¬ 
fortable  houses.  Barbarism  is  abandoned, 
and  they  five  at  peace  with  their  neigh¬ 
bors.  'fhere  is  hope  for  this  people.
